receives more money thnn the chief j
judge of ihe whole State, u man learn-1
id in tho law.

An Improved form of city govern meat
has been voted for Charlotlesvllle. Uy
a ballot of S to i, the Council of that
city agreed Wednesday to ask of the
<l=riora] Assembly such onahgel In the
harter of the municipality is will
make the Counoll merely the legisla¬
tive branch of the city govtrriment
.tnd a board of commiislor.em the ad¬
ministrative agency. The fundamental
principle of the plmi Is similar to that
¦f the Improved form of government
granted Richmond by the General As¬
sembly. Charlottesvlilfl will compose
Its Administrativ« Board of four com¬
missioners, one elected from eue.h
ivard. Richmond will aleet such bokrd
members at lftrge frojn t:.e who!- city,
a muoh better way, in our Judgment,
than that adopted lu Charlotteavllle,
lor a wider field for the aeleotlon of
aooä men la offorsd, and ward lines
are brokon down, because the hoard
members owe allegiance to no- par¬
ticular section of the city and will rcp-
: esent and work for not ft part, but
tiio who!a.
Counoll committee government, at

any rate, is abolished by the Chtr-
lottoBvllle plan. That in Itself tu a
most effective rtvform. Charlotlesvlllo
is spending unually mor; than $130,000,
lid tho expenditure Is Increasing as

lime goes by. The disbursement of
.11 but the fixed ohargeB.interest,
.-luklng fund, salaries.Is in the hcr.ds

of Council committees alior tho Conn-
oil hns appropriated. The money
spent on streets Is spent by the Street
Commlttc», und similarly committees
spend the city's money in tho various
municipal activities, There is little
concurrence and conference between
these committees, nnd co-ordination of
expenditures and totality of results do
not exist.
Under the bill to permit changes in

tho Charlottesville charter, now pend¬
ing before the General Assembly, tho
Council will continue to levy taxes and
appropriate money, but It is tho duty
of the Administrative Bourd lo report
at the beginning of each «niurter the
needs of tho city in Its various ad¬
ministrative departments and the nec-

essary amount for Its operations. Tho
Council Is thus requested to appropri¬
ate only tor one quarter at a timo,
save In cases of euicrgsnoy. Th* re¬

quest to appropriate le made as the
result of a majority vote of all the
members of tho Administrative Board,
which will amount to a three-fourths
vote. Tin reform 1» particularly plain
here. Tho four commissioners are

substituted for the Committee on Gas.
tho Committee on Water and .Sewers
and all the other commutes now spend¬
ing money and guiding the administra¬
tive affairs of tho city. In such a way
tho board effects co-ordination and lias
a business-like perspective. The needs
of tho city -are viewed us a whole. In
considering the needs of atreots tho
board' will have In mind tho needs of
water and sewer departments. They
are equally In charge of oaoh und all
departments. Expenditures will havo
relation to other outlays. Such a re¬

lating of work Is Impossible under tho
antiquated nldcrroanlc form r>f gov-
crnnient.

No money will bo expended In any
department unless three of tho four!
members of tho Administrative Board
approve. They will act us a salutary
check on tho city flnancos. If the
bourd wishes to go too far, the Coun¬
cil has the string to pull It back, be¬
cause the Council expropriates.
The power of the Council over tho

board has been objected to by those,
seeking a strong administrative gov¬
ernment plan. Such objectors would
leave the board free to do what ltj
pleases, but the Charlottesvllle Pro¬
gress, supreme In tho University City,
is of opinion that
"The conservative entering upon an

experiment ought to bo commended.
This proposed new form of governmentwill have been 'n force Just about
sixteen months before the next con¬
vening of the General Assembly. If It
is undoubtedly a failure, the charter-
can be so amended as to return to pres¬
ent conditions or to Introduce others.
This reason alone Is protection enough,
and ho more should be demanded even
by thoso who do not wholly approvethe proposed amendments, The- patri¬
otic thing to do Is to give the measure
this much of a trial. To our minds It
I* an tin?'qtjlvocal demand of the peo¬
ple, and anybody seeking lo defeai an
experiment so moderate and conserva¬
tive as tho present one would find it
hard to Justify hla aot."

Ji Is believed that a fair trial Is all
thet Is needed to prove to tile people;
of Charlottesvllle tliat the old form
of government Is archaic and 'nelfl-
clent. The new plan is hot by uny
means perfect, but It paves the way
for commission government, which is
so much better because It concentrates1
responsibility and does not divido lt.
Governmental changes must be effected
slowly, for Improved city administration!
In this oouritry Is even yet In an exper¬
imental state. Charlottesvllle bos per-!
formed a service for better municipal j
government In Virginia by having the
conrng to step forward and venture
the ne.\ and modern. Tho example of
tho AJiii mnrle capital will doubtless
soon be (allowed by other cities, l-'red-
erlcksbuig and Petersburg should now

compete vigorously for tho next place
In the list er Virginia cltleo adopting
Improved forms of government. Char-
lotlesvllle has a bit the advantago of
the other municipalities that are stir-
Hug w'th the consciousness of new life,
for the University of Virginia aided
materially In the achievement of this
new* plan In the city of Its location.
Tho enlightened vieWS, the hearty co¬
operation und the stimulating expert
adVtoe of 1'rofeBsora Charles W. Kent
and William M. Hunlcy helped aub-
stantlally, and oilier Virginia cltlci
seeking light would do well to Invite
the university's obmmlsslon -sxperta to.
uddrees the'r citizens mid Inform them
as to the blessings and benefits of mod¬
ern forms of oity municipal adminis¬
tration.

Impression thin, aa soon an tu« noveltyof the thing wears off, the voters of
no community whet a the recall exlstu
will suffer Its application or use for
trivial oauscs." The recall should ba
an emergency restoratilvo and not a
stimulant for dally use. Already the
recall Is being Improved through ex¬
perience with Its operation. For In¬
stance, Tacoma now wishes to amend
the municipal charter eo that recall
petitions ci.n be signed only at the
city clerk's olflue. Buch u modification

l cuts off the employment of tdle men
and women to peddle recall petitions
for five cents a name ani hoops peri¬
patetic busybodlea oui No one who
Is unwilling to go to far oity clerk's
oßlee to sign a petition, however, conbe so aggrieved against a city ofllelul
as to really wish him turned out of of¬fice before hi.i term expires, Such a
modification us this la reasonable andfair, and if the recoil ls hedged Withother auch proper reairlctlonu Its usewill perhaps bo moro general.

out ceasing; to compel himself to hi'lust nnd Impartial, to keep order on a
large scale, to silence his h-art. thatho may be guided by his Intellectalone; to be neither apprehensive norsangiilne, neither suspicious nor contid¬ing, neither grateful nor ungrateful;never to be unprepared for an event nortaken unawares by an idea; to live, Infact, with the requirements of the
masses ever in his mind, to spread tho
protecting wings of his thought abovethem, to sway them by tho power of hisvoice and by the keenness of his glance,seeing all the while, not the detailsof affairs, but the great Issues atstake. Is not that to be something
more than a mere man""
Few men In politics to-dny measure

up to such a Standard, but It 's well
to have some Ideal set up for hlm who
aspics to hlghmindcd service to the
people. Statesmanship Is more than a
vocation: it is o character.

Iti the recent Investigation of the
high cost of living by Congress, It
was found that a largo pnrt of the
trouble was caused by a shortage of
food products In the thickly settled
regions. Now It is an undisputed fact
that the whole Atlantic coast, from
Maine down, is lined with abandoned
farms, and that several States are
miking special study of wave and
means to rehabilitate these farms. Some
of your waiters have complained of
class legislation for the farmer. Now.
as to fac.ts. Why nre these abandoned?
Why have old settlers and thelT sons
given up the fight and gone to the
cities, placing their farms on the mar¬
ket? Why are tho railroads and real
estate men spending thousands of dol¬
lars In trying to fill up these form«?
And t'he.n, when they have succeeded
in getting a few here to settle, why
do they, too, give -up tho fight and go
back to their old homes? I will give
a few reasons. Every class of busi¬
ness Is protected by lnws made for
that class of business.
